Never since we have been identified with the newspaper 
business— a period of over thirty-five years— have we known 
such a persistent boosting of a candidate for the presidential 
nomination as is being done this year in the interest of Taft. 
The literary bureau that is booming him is about the most 
perfectly organized in that line in the history of the nation. 
Everything is being done that is calculated to help his can­ 
didacy. 
And he seems to have gained such a strong head­ 
way by virtue of the powerful inflences behind that his 
chances of capturing the nomination are considered bright. 
It is significant that the southern states which are not ex­ 
pected to contribute a single vote in the electoral college for 
the republican nominee are nearly solid for Taft. 
Also the 
delegates from the territories and insular possessions, which 
do not have any voice in the election of president, are a unit 
for the administration candidate. No doubt a bitter fight will 
be made by the adherents of all other candidates to turn the 
tide against the foremost aspirant, but whether they can ac­ 
complish this end is problematical from the present outlook. 
In many respects the coming republican national convention 
is freighted with issues, of graver import than any which 
have arisen since the war of rebellion. 
The personality of 
the respective aspirants is of small concern compared with 
the/principles at stake. 
A nd to our notion the most mo­ 
mentous question is not a more rigid control o f great corpor­ 
ations by the government, but whether a precedent shall be 
established for the use of the influence of the presidential 
office in naming a successor.

sides and judge all engaged in a congenial task of mud- 
slinging.

Clim ale.—T h e c lim a te of th e popu­ 
lous portions of the c o u n ty Is as genial 
and healthful asean h e found anyw here 
in California. 
As e lim a te Is one of th e 
m ost valuable assets of th is favored 
state In attracting p o p u latio n , A mador 
stands s eond to no c o u n ty in this re* 
gard . 
It should, a n d no d o u b t will in 
time, when its eliraatic ad vantages arc 
m oro thoroughly u n d e rs to o d and a p ­ 
preciated, become a h e a lt h resort not 
only for those in loss favored states, 
b u t for th e residents o f o th e r parts of 
California. T h e te m p e r a t u r e alone the 
cen tral portion ra r e ly fails below 30 
degrees above zero in w inter, and as 
ra rely rises to 100 d e g r e e s in th e sum ­ 
m er.

Pulse of Asia.” 
At Mntnyflti. a village In the p ro v ­ 
ince of Ladakh, the hahllnble portion 
of the upper Indus valley, n friendly 
villager Invited Mr. Huntington to d ire 
down from the crust which covered 
eight or ten feet of snow Into a one 
story house. This was at an eiovntlon 
of 10,500 feet. 
* 
Although it was April 11, the snow, 
even on n level, was higher th an the 
tops of the houses. Where It had been 
shoveled off the flat roofs It form ed 
high banks, protecting them from the 
wind and making them the favorite 
sitting room at that season and even 
in w inter, for the sunshine is alw ay s 
warm In that dry. cloudless climate. 
When the little blaek cows had been 
driven and pulled out of the w ay Mr. 
H untington descended to an alm ost 
closed shed used for the two or three 
hardy tdieep and goats and was u s h e r­ 
ed. stooping. Into a dark stable con­ 
taining a little pony, shaggy, like all 
the anim als. 
Bending low once tnorc, 
lie climbed over a high silt nnd w a s in 
the w arm , close family living room. 
L ight nnd air came in through a hole 
in the roof n foot square surm ounted 
by n chimney pot a foot high m ad e of 
throe stones set up to keep o u t the 
snow. 
A few hits of ragged cloth on 
the m ud floor for sleeping purposes, a 
half dozen metal utensils and nn Iron 
pot full of Himalayan tea. kept w arm 
over some eihhers. comprised all the 
visible equipment for housekeeping. 
After the host had persuaded Mr. 
Huntington to take a seat on the floor 
a half palsied old woman Insisted upon 
ladling out for him a bowl of tea.

was surprisingly good In view o f the 
fact th a t n poor grade of tea leaves 
had been steeped half nil hour or m ore 
with milk, butter, salt and soda.

houses Mr. Huntington

DANTE’S HUMOR. 


It Is of the Wholly Unconscious Kind 
and Woefully Grim. 
The humorous sitie of Dante is a n a ­ 
lyzed in the Westminster Review by 
George Trobridge. who is a g reat a d ­ 
mirer of the famous poet and who lias 
in previous writings expressed bis a p ­ 
preciation of Dante as n nature poet 
and as a novelist, 
Although Dante's great poem is a 
“comedy,” In the sense of lieiug a 
dram a working to a happy ending, we 
do not look for ridiculous situations in 
It, such as we usually associate with 
the idea of comedy. 
Ridiculous situ a­ 
tions occur nevertheless, aud there is 
no lack of humor even in the poet’s de­ 
scription of the sufferings of (he lost. 
D ante's humor, however, is of th e un­ 
conscious kind, arising from a total 
lack of perception of the ludicrous. 
It 
is said th a t lie was never seen to 
and w e can quite believe it. since he 
never forsakes sober seriousness in bis 
writings, and it is his deadly earnest­ 
ness t h a t betrays him into occasional 
comicality. 
. 
The sinners In hell, the poet tells us. 
are relegated to their proper quarters 
ou the judgm ent of Minos, who indi­ 
cates th e particular circle to which the 
culprit is consigned by wrapping Ins 
tail so m any times around his bestial 
body. 
Fancy 
the trembling sinner 
waiting to count the coils that lie may 
know his fate! 
It is a horrible punishment which is 
assigned to those guilty of simony, to 
he buried head downward in a circular 
pit, w ith only the legs and feet pro­ 
truding. while flickering flames glide 
over th e soles of the latter, inflicting 
exquisite torture, yet our sense of hu­ 
mor is provoked by the description of 
Dante standing over one of these holes 
and holding a conversation with its oc­ 
cupant, 
“reversed, and as a stake 
driven in the soil,” while numberless 
legs 
wriggle 
in 
continual 
motion 
around him.

This would mean 


polling of a comparatively small vote, and 
consequently 
not 


a very difficulttask to get up another petition for a" vote on 
the disiucorporation question. 
In this situation the object of 


bringing out candidates, 
including

of the signers of 


the ignored petition, is simply to create a rivalry between the 
two sides, so as to swell the total vote, in anticipation 
of a 


renewed effort to force the main issue. 
The ulterior motive 


is plain; and few will be deceived thereby.

nomination are based on the idea that candidates can be placed 
on the ballot by petition 
as late as 
twenty days 
from the 


election —apparently oblivious of the fact that the law is this 
regard was changed by the legislature of last year. 
We have 


looked up the law on this point, and find that there is no dis- 
tinction now, as to time, between 
nominations made by con- 


vention and those by petition. 
In either case the certificates 


of nomination 
for county, township 
or city offices must be 


filed not more than 50 nor less 
than 30 clays before electiou. 


The utilityof such a change is not very clear. 
Itseems to 


squint inthe direction of machiue politics, and against inde- 
pendent 
nominations.
